The following gtatemwit by Pres! 
dent Harding, urging universal sup­ 
port of tho Annual Hoi! Call of the 
American Red Oro* a 
which 
begin*- 
generally throughout the c ountry Ney, 
l l , continuing through Thanksgiving 
Day, Silt. 24, wa* Issued from the 
White Hon fie; 
T o the American People: 
Aa Pre*!* 
dent of the United State* of America 
and as President or the American JIM 
Crops, I announce that the Red Cross 
Annual Roll Call will begin on Annie 
lice Day, November ll , and continue 
through Thanksgiving Day, November 
24, and I designate November 13 as 
Red Cross Sunday. 
I recommend ministers and priests 
of all congregations to stress the gos­ 
pel of service on November IS, and I 
Invite ami urge my fellow t Risen* to 
accept the entire period of the Roll 
Call as an occasion for re-dedicath n 
of them selves to the principles and 
practice of service. The American Red 
Cross is both the volunteer and sem i­ 
official medium through 
which 
our 
people may appropriately express their 
patrloth anil humane desires to render 
practical assistance to their soldiers 
and sailors, to their fellow citizens In 
civilian life, and to those peoples of 
other lands who ha,'* a human claim 
on the sympathetic concern of our own 
people. 
T he American Red Cross has kept 
faith with the principles which gave It 
birth and vc it Ii the obligations laid up 
on it by Congressional ch arter 
"to 
aet in m atters of voluntary relief and 
in accord with the military and naval 
authorities as a medium of com m uni­ 
cation between the people of the C ull­ 
ed States and their Army and Navy;"
